A SANE PROPOSITION. 


Since the commencement of the al- 
ready famous injunction suit which is 
_ tended to stop the building of the 
Asylum st Reno, there has becn but 
one opinion publicly expressed in ro- 
gerd tothe man who is really insti- 
gating and backing the suit. The 
Gazerre indulges in do bope that the 
case as now brought will be tried in 
the newspapers. but thinks it is time 
to look into the matter of Dr. Clark's 
connection with the suit, This man 
has had a lucrative contract under the 
State for years and has grown rich out 
of the proceeds. So far from recog- 
“nizing the humanity which suggests 
that our insane should be kept at 
home, he has used the money given 
him by Nevada to defeat the passage 
of an asylum bill, and has steadily 
opposed the consummation of the pub- 
lic wish touching the care of the poor 
creatures so long confided to his mercy. 
If Doctor Clark, as asserted, is the 
mover in the pending iojunction suit, 
he should be given credit for the hu- 
mane impulses which would dictate 
such an action. If the suit, as brought, 
wins, the contract which he enjoys 
should be withdrawn within twenty- 
four hours, and relet in this State. To 
defeat the Asylum bili defeats Clark's 
contract, and he should have a speedy 
benefit from the victory.
